FACULTY !. 
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Cannes Taken for War Service ; in Past Years 


Should Be Used To Relieve Shortage 
Of Trained Personnel 





While the shooting war is over, 
the need for most of the services 
instituted by the Women's Union 
as a war measure is still great. 
Youth groups like the “Y" and the 
Girl Guides still need leaders, and 
nurseries still need help, Even now 
that peace has been declared, chil- 
dren who have limited resources 
and no program planned for them 
after 3 o'clock, will find plenty. of 
opportunity to get into troubie, and 
while some hospital personnel is 
being discharged from the armed 
services, civilian hospitals are still 
overcrowded and understaffed 
Realizing this, the Women's Union is 
carrying on its voluntary service 
program and hopes to see a large 
number of students volunteering 
for the courses it sponsors, and, in 
addition to see those who :have 
taken these courses before put their 
training into practice. 

Anyone who has spent time in a 
hospital, will understand that the 
nurses do a tremendous amount of 
work. Not only do they assist the 
doctors in treatments ranging from 
changing dressings to removing 
tumours, but they have the day-to- 
day and hour-to-hour care ot many 
very sick people. Besides this work, 
they have an endless round of more 
or less unskilled. jobs. 


This is where the Women's Union 


hospital program comes in. Wo- 
men students can use a few hours 
of their free time to do that part 
of the work which does not require 
extensive training. They can make 
beds, feed and wash helpless pa- 


tients, prepare the drinks that are| 


given to the patients between meals 
to help them regain their strength, 
fetch cquipment, carry specimens 
to the various hospital laboratories, 
and do other, satisfying if ungla- 
mourous jobs. 


The women's Union offers courses 
in First Ald and in Home Nursing, 
given at different tmes durng ‘the 
week. These courses give the stu- 
dents a rudimentary knowledge of 
caring for the sick that makes the 
student’s few hours’ work of some 
value to the hospital, It is“ hoped 
that those who took the course last 
year will realize that it was given 
with the idea that it would be 
used to help with hospital work 
as Well as to add to their own gen- 
eral education.

Less than a fifth of Canadian 
medical students can be supported 


completely at university by their 
parents*—- and of those receiving 
complete or partial support, 45 per 
cent. have to make repayment, ac- 
cording to the committee on- Health 
of the Canadian Youth Commis- 
sion. 40 per cent, of students are 
from families with incomes less 
than $1,950; 25 per cent. less than 
$1,450, 

Between 1936-41, sessional fees in 
medicine at a representative Cana- 
dian university rose from $141. to 
$259, — almost 100 per cent. During 
that period students from rural dis- 
tricts decreased from 21 per cent. 
to 7 per cent. and from workers’ 
homes from 21 per cent, to 12 per 
cent. Yet before the war Canada 
lacked 4,000 doctors — allowing one 
doctor per 1,000 of population,

At Windsor Hotel 


Dr. P. Vivian Outlines 
Role of Dentistry 
In Public Health 


- A. banquet, held in’ honour of 
Pistessor Percy Vivian, former On- 
tarlo Minister of Public Health and 
head of the newly-formed Depart- 
ment of Public Health and Social 
Medicine here, was held: last night 
in. the Blue and Oak Room of the 
Windsor Hotel at 8.18.” 


The first speaker of the evening 
was the toastmaster, Dean A, L.

‘Colleges P Praised 
By Dr. Compton 
For Research 


CAMBRIDGE, - Oct. 11, — “Our 


educational institutions rank with 
our «manufacturing industry and 
transportation= system as the prin- 
cipal supporting’ lines of military 
power in time of we and of reserve 
strength in time à Peace. Dr. Karl 
T. Compton, president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, 
said yesterday in a post-war report 
to the M.LT. corporation. 


Discussing the notable contribu- 
tions of American educational in- 
stitutions in the war, he said: 


“In peace, they educate men for 
every aspect of our national econo- 
my in which higher education is 
important. In war, they are ready- 
made centers for housing and train- 
ing officer and specialized per- 
sonnel; their faculties are the most 
readible source of experts for the 
numerous emergency boards; their 
laboratories and staffs become pro- 
ductive centers for research and de- 
velopment on new instrumentalties 
of offensive and defensive warfare.” 

This, according to Dr, Compton, 
disproves the general theory that 
academic scientists are visionary

Freudian psychologists would have a heyday

But we are not only sorry about our error and 
that’s where we return to Freud. No doubt he 
would interpret our blunder as an expression of 
a subconscious desire. Whether this is true or 
not, we leave to the psychologist to decide; but 
we must admit, that if he agrees with our sug- 
gestion, he might be right. We did hope that 
many of the students would attend that meet- 
ing. Indeed, we thought that all those at Dawson 
College would turn out and give their future 
representatives a chance to prove their worth. 

But no, the old student lethargy was at work 
there, just like the main campus, where 25 stu- 
dents turned out to a meeting for the March 
elections last year, and where, even more re- 
cently, two men answered a plea for more 
student-cheerleaders last Wednesday. 

We are not fond of preaching, but have stu- 
dents already forgotten, that we have just finish- 
ed a war where the very right of free elections 
was at stake? Have we forgotten, that we pledg- 
ed ourselves to revive the old strong and united 
McGill, and that we were going forward together 
to a bright and peaceful future? : 

Today the students at Dawson are going to 
the polls, but many of them have never seen or 


heard the men for whom they will be voting. We 


hope and pray that they will choose wisely before 
marking their ballot sheets, and may the best 
men really win! | 

The same thing goes for the cheer-leaders. 
They are needed urgently, and let us hope that 
Wednesday’s disgrace was only a temporary 
lapse. | |

It is only right that the Montreal readers get 
a true picture of Dawson as it really is; a view 
which is partial in most respects — but it, will 
nevertheless show them just what one student 
thinks of his new home (an opinion upheld by 
many of his fellow-residents), 

There is no campus atmosphere to Dawson. 
Nothing has been done to change this; that is, no 
attempt has been made so far to bring a campus 
appearance to this air-force station.

Wlustrated Talk 

The subject of Major Wood's talk 
will be the Wood Yukon Expedi- 
tion of 1941 and will be illustrated 
by colored moving pictures taken 
by Mrs, Wood. The party flew in 
from Whitehorse in two B-18-A 
bombers and the pictures will show 
the flight in, parachuting of sup- 
plies, landing, establishment of high 
camps and the ascents of Mts. Wood 
(15,889 ft) and Walsh (14,800 ft.), 

Henry S. Hall will give a three- 
quarter of an hour lecture on 
Mountain Climbing and accompany 
it with moving pictures of an as- 
cent of the Grepon, one of that 
famous group of granite peaks, the 
Aiguilles de Chamonix. The film- 
ing of this ascent was made over a 
period of six weeks ahd is a tri- 
bute to Bradford Washburn, anoth- 
er of that gallant group of the Am- 
erican Alpine Club which has 
made such a name for itself -in 
mountaineering circles in many 
countries,

sport during their stay in Mont- 
real and to those who, not having 
climbed befcre, wish to evaluate 
the difficulties and rewards of this
